Mrs.  Randell  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I present  for  your  consideration,  my 
twenty-first  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
for  this  area. 


Mainly  from  motives  of  economy,  this  is 
stencilled  on  our  office  duplicator.  The  cost  otherwise 
entailed  in  printing  has  been  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  a modern 
duplicating  machine  which  can  be  used  as  well  for  the  monthly 
reports  to  the  Health  Committee, 

HEALTH  AMD  DISEASE 

The  past  21  years  have  seen  some  changes  in  the 
trend  of  public  health.  There  has  been,  in  Pontypridd,  a big 
drop  in  deaths  from  the  infectious  fevers.  Tuberculosis,  which 
caused  39  deaths  in  1929  accounted  for  19  in  1949.  Another 
gratifying  figure  is  the  decrease  in  maternal  mortality  from 
9 cases  in  1929  to  1 in  1949.  Childbirth  thus  carries  much  less 
risk  today. 


On  the  other  hand,  deaths  from  cancer  and  heart 
disease  have  mounted  considerably;  but  this  mainly  reflects 
the  longer  average  life  of  the  population,  for  these  terminal 
diseases  are  typical  of  middle  and  old  age.  The  man  dying  of 
cancer  or  cardiac  failure  has  usually  already  experienced  a 
full  life, 

TRAMS PER  OF  OFFICES 

Recent  Acts  of  Parliament  have  caused  many  of  the 
former  functions  of  the  Health  Department  to  be  taken  over  by 
other  Authorities,  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  an  Urban 
District  is  more  or  less  where  he  started  half  a century  or  more 
ago  - thus  the  wheel  has  made  a complete  turn. 

In  view  of  these  changes,  the  Council  thought  fit 
to  remove  the  offices  of  the  Health  Department  from  the  Municipal 
Buildings  to  the  Clinic  premises  in  Ihys angharad  Park. 

Satisfactory  alterations  and  adaptations  of  rooms  were  made  and 
the  transfer  took  place  in  the  summer  of  the  year  under  review. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Ministry  of  Health  drafted  model  bye-laws 
which  were  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  These  were  accepted,  with  some  minor 
modifications,  which  we  'were  later  advised  by  the  Ministry  not 
to  insist  upon.  Procedure  towards  the  adoption  of  these  bye-laws 
continued  into  1950, 

In  the  meantime,  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  given 
special  attention  to  this  subject,  as  it  affects  food  generally 
in  this  town,  A steady,  if  slow,  improvemen t in  the  hygiene  of 
food  and  drink  is  being  built  up  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
local  traders  in  these  commodities. 


HOSPITALS 


The  full  effects  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  be came  apparent  in  1949  as  regards  hospitals. 

Mynydd  Mayo  Smallpox  Hospital  was  classified  as 
redundant  and  demolished  completely,  together  with  tho  caretaker's 
ho  us  e . 

Tonteg  Isolation  Hospital  continued  to  be  supervised 
by  my  Department  on  a short-term  agency  basis.  In  the  autumn, 
instructions  were  received  from  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
that  no  further  cases  of  infectious  disease  wore  to  be  admitted 
to  Tonteg.  All  such  cases  are  now  notified  to  the  Bed  Bureau 
Office  at  Church  Village  Hospital  and  the  patients  are  accommodated 
at  either  Tyntyla  Hospital,  Rhondda  or  Canton  Hospital,  Cardiff. 
Tonteg  Hospital  has  thus,  In  effect,  been  closed  since  the  last 
patients  were  discharged  on  1st  September,  1949. 

GYPSIES 

Gypsy  encampments  have  given  rise  to  many  complaints, 
more  particularly  in  the  Rhydyfelin  and  Hawthorn  districts.  Lack 
of  proper  sanitation  in  such  camps  is  the  most  obvious  nuisance, 
but  damage  to  gardens  and  allotments  caused  by  the  gypsy's  horses 
has  led  to  die  'greatest  outcry. 

The  Council,  while  giving  the  problem  and  the 
persons  concerned  their  sympathetic  cons  icier  at  ion,  feel  that 
suitable  land  and  pasturage  should  be  allocated  for  tho  purpose 
of  these  migrants.  Adequate  water  and  sanitation  would  obviate 
nuisance  and  the  animals  could  be  better  controlled.  This 
matter  had  not  reached  finality  at  the  end  of  the  .year,  although 
the  problem  remained  acute  and  occupied  a good  deal  of  the 
District  Sanitary  Inspector's  time  and  attention. 

STAFF 

The  work  of  the  Department  Is  being  carried  out 
exceptionally  smoothly  at  the  present  time.  The  newly  recruited 
office  staff  are  proving  most  efficient  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  make  an  effective  team. 

Accordingly,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  loyal  co-operation  and  efforts  of  all  members 
of  the  staff  throughout  the  year,  which  has  made  the  work  both 
pleasurable  and  profitable.

The  transport  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
to  hospital,  in  which  the  Council  acted  as  an  agent  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  from  5th  July,  1948,  passed  completely 
to  that  Authority  on  12th  January,  1949. 

Patients  are  now  conveyed  in  ambulances  based  at 
the  Area  Ambulance  Station  on  the  Trading  Estate,  T'reforest. 

CENTRE  FOR  ADVICE  AND  INSTRUCTION  OK  BIRTH  CONTROL 

This  centre  continues  to  be  administered  by  the 
Health  Committee  but  its  scope  is  now  curtailed  through  the 
transference  of  all  treatment  to  the  Hospitals  Board.  Therefore 
Its  functions  as  a minor  gynaecological  clinic  pass  to  another 
author!  t y. 

Dr.  Sybil  Morgan  remains  the  Medical  Officer 

in  charge. 

Women  are  referred  to  the  centre  by  the 
medical  staff  of  the  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
and  general  medical  practitioners.  Arrangements  have  also 
been  approved  for  the  acceptance  of  patients,  from  areas  outside 
Pontypridd,  recommended  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Glamorgan 
Gounty  Council  and  the  Brecon  County  Council.  These  are 
chargeable  to  the  Authority  concerned. 

Examinations  and  investigations  are  also  carried 
out  in  cases  of  sterility  and  advice  given. 

Appliances  which  may  be  prescribed  are  supplied 
at  approximate  cost.

maintained  with  the  Inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 

There  have  been  numerous  cases  of  joint  action  between  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Inspector,  and  his  zeal  and 
tact  have  been  of  great  help._  Complaints  are  referred  to  the 
Inspector  by  the  Medical  and  Inspectorate  staff  of  this 
Authority  and  he  in  turn  advises  the  Department  of  items  of 
Public  Health  concern  which  he  encounters  in  his  work. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  Inspector’s 
co-operation  and  assistance. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  dealt,  with  80  cases. 

Among  these  were  41  instances  of  neglect,  9 of  children  beyond 
control,  20  advice  sought,  2 of  moral  danger,  8 of  ill-treatment ; 
191  children  and  124  parents  were  covered,  by  those  cases.  341 
supervision  visits  were  made.  In  4 cases  the  Branch  was  called 
upon  to  take  children  to  a place  of  safety  because  the  parents 
were  destitute  and  homeless,  and  in  a further  case  arrangements 
were  made  for  two  boys  to  enter  a Naval  Training  School  in  the 
hope  that  they  may  later  join  the  Royal  Navy. 

(b  ) The  Pontypridd  and  Treforest  Division  of  the  British 
Red  Gross  Society  continued  its  work  and  maintained  its  control 
of  the  two  Depots  for  the  provision  of  sickroom  and  surgical 
appliances . 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA  REGULATIONS,  1959 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  reported  during 
the  year,  two  from  hospitals,  and  one  from  the  patient's  home. 

These  patients  responded  to  treatment  and  no  deaths 
resulted . 

LABORATORY  WORK  AND  FACILITIES 

The  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  examines 
and  reports  upon  all  pathological  specimens  submitted  from  the 
Pontypridd  area.  The  number  of  suspected  specimens  sent  by  the 
Health  Department , the  Isolation  Hospital  and  by  local  doctors 
during  the  past  year  was  86.  These  included  throat  and  nose 
swabs,  sputa,  blood,  pus,  faeces,  cerebro-spinal  fluid  etc. 

Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  for  transmission 
through  the  post  are  kept  at  the  office  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  of  the  town.

The  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Joint  Water  Board 
provides  an  ample  and  constant  service  of  pure  water  to  all 
houses  and  premises  with  the  exception  of  a few  scattered  cottages 
and  farmhouses  on  the  borders  of  the  Urban  Area. 

All  the  water  is  treated  by  modern  approved 
methods  of  chlorination  and  filtration,  and  it  is  possible  to 
maintain,  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  a reasonable  supply 
even  during  periods  of  drought. 


Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of 
the  water  are  carried  out  at  all  stages  of  its  collection, 
treatment  and  distribution.  These  examinations  are  undertaken 
by  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  they  are, 
in  the  main  submitted  by  the  above  named  Board.  nSpot!‘  samples 
are  taken  intermittently  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,

Reports  on  all  the  above  samples  of  treated 
water  were  satisfactory.  With  a few  exceptions,  the  raw  water 
was  also  of  adequate  purity. 

The  soft  moorland  water,  some  3,200,000  gallons 
a day,  is  treated  at  the  Works  with  lime  or  chalk,  raising  the 
pH  figure  from  4.5  to  7.6  and  there  is  no  action  on  lead.  The 
Analyst  states  that  this  process  ''Indicates  satisfactory  treatment. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the 
mains  in  Pontypridd  is  9,173. 

There  are  no  stand-pipes  in  use  within  the 

Pontypridd  area. 


The  water  supplied  to  the  factories  and  houses 
on  the  Tref orest  Trading  Estate  is  obtained  from  the  nearby  River 
Taff  and  is  treated  by  the  Estate  Authorities  at  the  Estate  Water 
Works,  Four  chemical  and  three  bacteriological  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year,  and  all  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  from  the 
public  health  standpoint.  However,  complaints  from  consumers 
as  to  the  flavour  of  this  water  arise  from  time  to  time. 

One  sample  was  taken  from  a spring  serving 
bungalows  on  the  mountain  side  in  Treforest  and  this  too  was 
satis  factory ,

DRAM  AGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

A complete  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage, 
seventeen  miles  in  length,  controlled  by  the  Pontypridd  and 
Rhondda  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  extends  from  the  Rhondda  Urban 
area  to  the  sea.  All  authorised  inhabited  houses  in  the 
Pontypridd  urban  locality  are  connected  with  this  main  sewer, 
with  the  exception  of  approximately  110  dwellings  which  lie 
outside  the  statutory  distance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a number  of  vans  and 
temporary  dwellings  in  the  area  are  of  necessity  employing 
the  conservancy  system  of  sewage  disposal.

PROSECUTIONS,  UNDER  THE  PUDLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  ,1956 

3h  the  course  of  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949, 
twenty  prosecutions  were  Instituted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
nine  of  which  concerned  occupants  of  the  unauthorised  Camping 
Site  at  Dynea.  Of  those.  Court  Orders  were  made  in  four  cases, 
and  in  another,  a fine  of  £1  and  costs  was  imposed  with  a daily 
penalty  of  £2  if  the  site  remained  occupied j the  remaining 
defendants,  after  repeated  adjournments  of  the  hearing,  left 
the  site  and  the  cases  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Ten  cases  concerned  non -abatement  of  nuisances  or 
failure  to  carry  out  work  at  dwelling  houses.  One  Court  Order 
was  made j the  other  charges  were  v/ithdrawn  on  payment  of  costs 
after  the  work  had  been  done. 

One  charge  against  a Market  Stall  Holder,  brought 
under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  -was  dismissed  by  the  Magistrate. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1957 

The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  factories  during  the  year  was  208  and,  in  15  cases,  notices 
were  served  to  abate  nuisances.  Fourteen  of  these  nuisances 
were  remedied  during  the  year. 

Generally,  all  the  factories  were  found  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take 
legal  action  for  the  contravention  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act.

2.  The  Local  Authority  now  controls  the  distribution  of  milk  from 
dairies  other  than  those  on  the  producing  farms,  the  licensing 
of  dealers  in  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised,  Accredited  and 
Sterilised  milk,  and  the  corresponding  Supplementary  Licences. 

3.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  license  the  milk  sterilising 
and  pasteurising  plants. 

4.  All  licence  fees  are  now  abolished.

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Bacteriological  Examination  of  Ungraded.  Milk 

During  the  year  1949,,  15  samples  of  ungraded  milk 
were  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  Laboratory  for  examination,  and 
of  these  7 samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  During  the 
period  13  samples  of  milk  were  examined  at  the  above  laboratory 
for  tubercle  bacilli  under  Section  25  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938.  Two  samples  were  positive. 

The  samples  which  contained  tubercle  bacilli  were 
obtained  from  local  f arms ; the  Milk  Marketing  Board  were  contacted 
and  immediate  arrangements  made  to  have  all  the  milk  from  these 
herds  collected  and  pasteurised.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  were  also  notified  and  a Veterinary  Inspector 
carried  out  a clinical  examination  of  the  herds  and  took  samples 
of  milk  from  suspected  cows.  It  was  eventually  reported  that  the 
tubercular  cows  had  been  detected  and  destroyed. 

INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  AMD  OTHER  POCDS 

All  four  of  the  CouncIl!s  Sanitary  Inspectors  possess 
the  additional  qualifications  for  the  examination  of  meat  and 
other  foods  and  this  work  is  regarded  as  an  important  part  of 
their  duties.

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NON -NOTIFIABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


^ Nono  of  the  Infectious  diseases  corning  within  the 
above  heading  showed  signs  of  exceeding  the  Average  incidence 
at  any  time  during  the  year. 

There  were  a few  sporc?.dic  cases  of  influenza,  not 
especially  severe  during  the  winter  months.  Nothing  in  the 
nature  of  an  epidemic  of  this  depressing  disease  occurred. 

Chicken-pox,  mumps,  tonsillitis,  nono  gave  cause 

for  concern. 


Summer  Diarrhoea,  in  children  under  two  years  of  age 
led  to  four  deaths.  This  figure  impresses  one  as  much  too  high, 
in  view  of  the  efficient  drugs  now  available. 

More  prompt  and  more  ready  admission  to  hospital 
for  these  young  children  “would  appear  to  be  the  most  obvious 
means  of  avoiding,  this  unnecessary  loss  of  infant  life. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notifiable  Infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the 
Pontypridd  area  were  again  of  very  low  Incidence  generally. 

Ten  years  ago,  123  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported, 
with  seven  deaths.  This  year  only  two  were  notified,  with  no 
deaths.  Diphtheria  has,  for  the  time  being,  virtually  disappeared. 
This  is  a remarkable  tribute  to  the  value  of  immunisation. 

The  40  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  were  in  the 
main  exceptionally  mild.  This  compares  "with  95  cases  reported 
in  1939. 


Measles  was  fairly  prevalent,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  facilities  for  Isolation  Hospital  treatment  of  the  more 
severe  and  complicated  cases  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage 
of  the  children  concerned,  as  well  as  relieving  the  mothers  of 
much  anxiety.  Overcrowded  homes  and  apartments,  so  common  in 
Pontypridd,  are  altogether  unsuited  for  the  care  of  sick  children. 
Steps  should  be  taken  to  obviate  the  necessity  for  such 
unsatisfactory  makeshifts . 

Two  cases  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  group  were 
notified  as  compared  with  six  in  1948.  Both  were  young  children 
and  made  a good  recovery. 

Once  again  no  deaths  took  place  from  any  of  the 
infectious  fevers  during  the  year,
